It is a golden, 
deep yellow which would have 
pleased the dream-ridden artist 
Van Gogh, who had a passion for 
using yellows. And there the 
bundles lie in long rows in the 
hot, dimly lit warehouses, where 
the dust motes dance in the rays 
of’ the sun that come in through 
doors and cracks, and where the 
air is pungent with the deep 
aroma of the leaf. There the 
auctioneer begins to move, the 
buyers with him, and the farmer 
follows along, his heart beating 
faster, his hands unconsciously 
clenched and sweating. 


At last comes the word ‘“‘sold.” 


This year the price is up. The

To Contormism 


WASHINGTON—A uniform greyness, a du- 
rable, prudent and economical tint but a dull one. 
is falling all over the world. The right and the 


capacity to be different exist no more. No sharper illustration has 
been seen than in Britain's agonizing decision to join at last what 
she could not compete with and live—the six-nation European Com- 


mon Market. 


There is yet something to be 
said before the tight little islands 
submit finally to an economic 
scheme directed elsewhere. Con- 
ceivably, Prime Minister Mac- 
millan might yet have to draw 
back—if the Common Market na- 
tions will not make those conces- 
sions necessary to protect Brit- 
ain’s special relationship with 
British Commonwealth nations be- 
yond the seas. 

The crucial fact remains, how- 
ever, that Great Britain, that 
green land which for centuries 
has prided herself on being apart 
from Europe and on providing 
the world’s non-organization men, 
has begun the surrender to forced 
conformism. The home of Shakes- 
peared, of Shelley, of Keats and of 
Kipling is to become a part of 
an international department store. 

No doubt England’s business 
will be better in this new concert. 
No doubt the whole Western world 
will be materially the stronger 
for it—assuming that we in the 
United States don’t find one day 
that this forced entry by Britain 
is a little pinching on us, too. 

But it is needed, by way of 
epitaph, to recount the story of 
what has brought Great Britain, 


the mother of parliamentary gov- 
ernment, of jury trial, of free 
speech and free dissent, to this 
pass. Two world wars in which 
the best of the British did too 
much dying, much as did the 
best of the American South in 
the Civil War, began the somber 
process. 

But what followed the second 
world war finished the job. This 
ancient land, whose quiet heroism 
in that war will be forever in the 
memory of English-speaking men 
everywhere, was left in poverty. 
Simultaneously it was necessary 
for the United States—and the 
broken British, too—to build up 


ravaged continental Europe, 
against the unending threat of 
Soviet imperialism.

Highlander 
Appeals to 
High Court 


WASHINGTON # — The High- 
lander Folk School, a racially 
integrated adult education center 
in Tennessee, Thursday appealed 
to the Supreme Court to over- 
turn a state court ruling that 
revoked its charter. 


A petition filed by counsel for 
the school said the case “stands 
as a warning to any who would 
challenge the segregationist tra- 
ditions in Tennessee that they 
will be subjected to harassment 
by the full power of the state, and 
will be treated as a class apart 
in the application to them of state 
law.” 


State Circuit Court Judge C. C. 
Chattin in Altamont, Tenn., or- 
dered the charter revoked after 
stating the center had violated 
Tennessee’s segregation law and 
laws pertaining to the sale of 
beer. Chattin also held.that a 
deed giving school property to 
Myles Horton, its founder-presi- 
dent, was invalid. 


Tennessee’s Supreme Court la- 
ter upheld the charter revocation 
on grounds that beer had been 
sold improperly and that Horton 
has been operating the institu- 


tion for his personal and private’ 


gain. The State Supreme Court 
declined to go into a state com- 
plaint that the school violated 
Tennessee's segregation law by 
allowing integrated classes. 


Counsel for the school, in ap- 
pealing to the Supreme Court, 
said the center’s activities recent- 
ly had been directed primarily to 
“the promotion by education of a 
fuller participation of Negroes in 
the political, economic and so- 
cial life of the South.” 

The school was chartered in 
1934 as a general welfare, non- 
profit corporation. It is located 
on a wooded tract in Monteagle, 
about 50 miles northwest of Chat- 
tanooga. The school grants no de- 
grees.

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Allies Rip 
New Curbs 
At Berlin

BERLIN — The three Western 
commandams in Berlin pressed 
their Soviet counterpart Thursday 
to put an end to measures against 
East Berliners who work in West 
Berlin. 


East German authorities are 
carrying on a campaign to halt 
the daily movement of more than 
50,000 East Berliners to West Ber- 
lin jobs. 

NOTES OF CONCERN 

Maj. Gen. Albert Watson II, 
Maj. Gen. Sir Rohan Delacombe 
and Brig. Gen. Jean Lacomme, 
the U.S., British and French rep- 
resentatives, sent identical notes 
to Col. Andrei I. Solovyev, the 
Soviet commandant. The letters 
‘noted with concern” the recent 
East German measures. 


The notes said these measures 
“discriminate against and penal- 
ize the many thousands of work- 
ers residing in East Berlin and 
surrounding areas who are em- 
ployed in the Western sectors.”’ 
They said the measures threat- 
ened against these workers in- 
cluded the denial of services for 
children, financial penalties, evic- 
tion from their homes and im- 
peding them in their travel to 
their jobs. The measures are de- 
signed, it was charged, :“‘to in- 
timidate those people into giv- 
ing up their work in the Western 
sectors.” 


BASIC TENET 


The Western commandants as- 
serted that ‘‘the principle of 
freedom of movement is basic to 
the agreements regarding Berlin 
which are binding on ther four 
powers responsible for this city.’ 


They added that the purpose 
of an agreement among the four 
powers on June 20, 1949 was “‘to 
promote the normalization of life 
in Berlin and to facilitate the 
movement of persons between 
Berlin and the rest of Germany.” 


The adherence of the Western 
powers to this pledge, the com- 
mandants said, was shown ‘“‘by 
the daily, unhindered passage of 
thousands of residents of West 
Berlin to work in the Eastern 
sector.”” Approximately 12,700 
West Berliners go to work daily 
in East Berlin. 


CONDEMN MOVES 


The Western commandants con- 
demned the recent East German 
moves as objectionable on hu- 
manitarian grounds and said they 
were “bound to cause deteriora- 
tion of the atmosphere in Berlin.’ 

Meanwhile, the stream of refu- 
gees from East Germany to West 
Berlin also continued despite ef- 
forts of the Communist regime to 
halt it.

Sgt. McGee says the most re- 
cent complaints the police have 
gotten from housewives have 
been about salesmen touting 
home improvement. 


These are usually small “fly- 
by - night” construction com- 
panies who want to add a room 
onto your house at “a real 
cheap price.” 


“If you step into it,” Sgt. 
McGee warns, “you get a real 
cheap job too.” 


CHECK CREDENTIALS 

He also advises the public 
to check credentials of sales- 
men and if they have any doubt 
to call the BBB. 


The BBB keeps files on busi- 
nesses. If the business about 
which a complaint is registered 
is legitimate, there’s nothing 
the bureau can do. However, 
they do make a record of the 
complaint and if an inquiry is 
made about the business the 
bureau can tell them that the 
company uses certain tactics 
that have been reported to 
them.

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Moreau Booms Track 


In Windup of GACA 


By AL THOMY 


LSU Track Coach Al Moreau reported Thursday that the 
Southeastern Conference athlete is running faster, jumping higher 
and throwing farther than ever before. 


“‘We are setting records every year,’’ Moreau said after con- 
cluding the annual Georgia Athletic Coaches Association clinic 
with a lecture on track fundamentals. 


“Interest in track, I believe, is increasing every year, and it 
is good that a deserving boy can now get a scholarship on his 
track merit.” 


As an example, he cited the case of Jess Fatheree at LSU. 
*‘His father had gone to LSU and Jess wanted to follow him. 
In the old days in the SEC it would have been a football scholar- 
ship or nothing, but we were able to get him in on the track team. 


“His freshman year he pole vaulted 11 feet, 6 inches to place 
fifth in the first-year segment of the conference meet. He went 
12-6 his sophomore year for a°fourth place and won the SEC his 
junior year with a vault of 13-6. After that he had to drop out of 
school a semester because he didn’t have a C average, which an 
athlete must have at LSU. 


“‘He got married, came back to school and tied Joe Harris for 
the conference championship with a leap of 14-9, both breaking 
the SEC record. Thus, in four years, he improved better than three 
feet in the pole vault. All of this makes it worthwhile to coach 
track.” 


Moreau said that the record-sétting performances by Harris 
and Fatheree had created a Southern stir of interest in the new 
vaulting poles used by the athletes. The new pole has more 
spring and flexibility than the old wooden ones. 


“Kids from Georgia, Alabama, Florida and Louisiana have 
written us for information on this pole,’”’ said Moreau. 


The LSU-coach paid special tribute to the pole vaulters. 


“They start before any of the others in a track meet and are 
last to get through.” 


Moving to the international field, Moreau praised the versa- 
tility of Tennessee A&I’s Ralph Boston, Olympic and AAU broad- 
jumping standout. 


“Many people don’t realize that Boston is a fine hurdler and 
a sprinter who can run the 100 under 10 seconds,” he said. “‘In 
fact, I believe that on the recent tour of the American team in 
Europe, he would have won two thirds of the hurdle races had 
he entered them.” 


While lauding Boston, Moreau said that in his opinion old star 
Jesse Owens probably would have beaten Boston in the broad 
jump. 

“Owens always jumped as far as he needed to win. He would 
place a handkerchief down on the ground where he wanted to 
land and then jump to the spot. In the 1936 Olympics at Berlin 
he was charged with an official jump while jogging across the 
pit to time his steps. Then, with one jump left, he placed a 


piece of paper before the take-off mark and proceeded to win the 
event.” 


Earlier in the day, Texas University Coach Darrell Royal 
ended the football portion of the clinic with a lecture on the 
kicking game. 


Beginning with a statement that he was reluctant to discuss 
the kicking game here where Coach Bobby Dodd of Georgia Tech 
has had such great success with the weapon, Royal said that his 
Longhorns begin each fall's practice with intense work on the 
punting phase of football.
